Endeavor  Con¬ 
vention  Will  Convene  July  3-B  in 

Kansas  City. 

KIiss  ICyrlo  Lyle,  Miss  Blanche  An¬ 
derson,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  O.  Myking  Mehtis, 
and  others  are  planning  to  attend  the 
thrity-second  International  Christian 
Endeavor  Convention  at  Kansas  City, 
July  3-8.  Fully  13,000  young  people 
aro  expected  from  tho  United  States, 
Canada  and  Mexico.  Subjects  for  con¬ 
sideration  during  this  six-day  period 
•will  include  Evangelism,  World  Peace, 
Christian  Citizenship,  Mo  rid  Missions, 
and  problems  of  Christian  Living. 

Sessions  of  the  great  convention  will 
bo  held  in  Convention.  Hall  and  Shrine 
Temple.  Available  space  of  leading  ho¬ 
tels  has  long  since  been  leased  to  State 
delegations.  Missouri  lias  already  reg¬ 
istered  three  thousand  delegates. 

Over  sixty  counties  are  sending  dele¬ 
gations  to  Kansas  City;  ancf  the  cities 
are  likewise  recruiting  large  contin¬ 
gents.  Springfield  has  reached  its 
•goal  of  125  delegates;  St.  Louis  has 
nearly  200,  St.  Joseph  115;  and  Hanni¬ 
bal  35.  More  than  twenty  denomina¬ 
tions  will  be  represented  from  Missouri 
churches. 

Tho  parade  is  a  great  feature.  This 
year  it  will  he  held  on  the  afternoon  of 
July  4th.  Every  stato  will  be  repre¬ 
sented  with  a  delegation  of  paradors 
as  will  Canada,  Mexico,  and  islands 
adjacent  to  the  United  States.  All 
tho  local  churches  will  have  inarching 
groups.  It  is  estimated  that  no  less 
than  20,000  will  parade. 

The  parade  is  a  striking  pageant  of 
Youth  marching  for  Christian  Idealism 
following,  ns  has  oft  been  described, 
an  Invincible  Leader.

College  Clothes  | 

How  much  does  it  cost  for  clothes 
to  wear  to  college1?  This  question, 
raised  porsistontly  year  after  year  by 
girls  of  moderate  circumstances,  their 
mother  and  advisers,  gave  Miss  Eliza¬ 
beth  Ross  Lyon  the  topic  for  her  Mas¬ 
ter’s  thesis  which  slio  completed  in 
1928,  entitled  “A  Study  of  Clothing 
Costs  for  Collogo  Girls  of  Missouri.’ 
Miss  Lyon,  who  received  her  B.  S.  de- 
groo  in  tho  School  of  Education  of  tho 
Univorsity  of  Missouri,  bocamo  inter¬ 
ested  in  this  question  early  in  her  work 
connected  with  her  course  in  Home  Eco¬ 
nomics  and  .she  was  even  more  inter¬ 
ested  when  slio  discovered  that  prac¬ 
tically  no  one  had  over  made  a  care¬ 
ful  and  accurate  study  of  this  impor¬ 
tant  problem. 

True,  a  fow  comparative  studios  of 
cost  and  uplceop  of  clothes  for  col¬ 
logo  girls  and  businoss  wonion  have 
beon  made,  but  they  offorod  little  as¬ 
sistance  to  tho  girl  who  really  needed 
to  know.  Thoroforo,  Miss  Lyon  wrote 
her  thesis  with  a  tliroofold  purpose: 
to  aid  avorago  consumers,  girls  prepar¬ 
ing  to  ontor  collogo,  and  homo  eco¬ 
nomics  teachers,  and  it  was  especially 
designed  to  aid  girls  preparing  to  enter 
tho  University  of  Missouri. 

Miss  Lyon  found  that  the  overage 
girl’s  wardrobo,  if  inventoried  at  tho 
beginning  of  school  in  tho  fall,  would 
show  clothing  valued  at  $250  to  $750. 
This  is  tho  wardrobo  with  which  tho 
average  girl  starts  to  school.  During 
tho  year  slvo  adds  clothing  valuod  at 
$160  to  $500,  and  she  spends  20  por 
cent  of  her  monthly  incomo  for  cloth¬ 
ing  and  its  upkoop.  Throe  per  cent  of 
all  of  her  oxpondituros  for  clothing 
sho  spends  on  clothing  upkeep, 
this  includos  mending  of  shoos,  cloaning 
and  remaking  of  drosses,  and  similar 
noods. 

Missouri  girls  buy  most  of  thoir 
clothing  roady-made,  with  tho  oxcoptiou 
of  their  drossOB,  50  per  cent  of  which 
are  home-mado.  This  is  probably  duo 
to  tho  fact  that  roady-made  under¬ 
clothing  is  now  offerod  roasonubly, 
whilo  it  is  still  much  more  reasonable 
to  buy  matorial  and  make  a  dross  thun 
to  buy  it  ready-unado  at  ono  of  tho 
stores.  Then  too,  there  are  many  dress¬ 
makers  in  Columbia  who  make  dresses 
beautifully  and  cheaply  and  who  are 
popular  with  tho  women  studeuts.  «. 
In  some  places  girls  are  trained  to 


know  and  choose  materials  and  Miss 
Lyon  found  it  interesting  to  test  the 
ability  of  Missouri  students  to  name 
fabrics.  “Judging  from  tho  number  of 
garments  which  wero  indefinitely  des¬ 
cribed1  or  which  had  no  description, 
eollcgo  girls  from  Missouri  aro  best 
trained  to  know  tho  names  of  materials 
used  in  their  clothing  in  tho  follow¬ 
ing  order:  stockings,  gloves,  footwear, 
hats,  dresses,  furs,  underwear,  sport 
clothes,  suits,  outer  wraps.”  The 
questions  which  Miss  Lyon  asked, 
however,  received  for  tho  most  part 
very  indefinite  answers. 

Miss  Lyon  also  found  out  other  in¬ 
teresting  things  concerning  tho  cloth¬ 
ing  of  Missouri  co-eds.  One  of  the 
most  interesting  was  tho  estimated 
durability  of  clothing,  or  how  long  cor- 
tain  garments  are  worn.  This  was  tlio 
conclusion — “That  tho  average  Mis¬ 
souri  girl  expects  to  wear  her  furs  five 
years;  her  outer  wraps  three  years,  licr 
suits,  dresses,  sport  clothes,  underwear, 
hats,  footwear,  two  years;  her  gloves, 
one  year;  and  her  stockings  less  than 
ono  year.” 

When  comparing  tho  expenditures  of 
tlic  average  Missouri  co-ed  with  others 
Miss  Lyon  found  that,  “A  comparison 
of  tho  expenditures  of  Missouri  college 
students  yith >  the  1923  Individual 
Clothing  Plan  published  by  Eilencs’  and 
Sons  shows  that  the  average  Missouri 
college  girl  spends  10  per  cent  more  for 
her  outer  clothing;  10  per  cent  less  for 
her  hats,  shoes  and  gloves;  8  per  cent 
less  for  underwear  and  hosiery;  and 
8  per  cent  more  for  accessories  than 
the  Filenes’  plan  suggests.  A  com¬ 
parison  of  the  expenditures  of  tho  Mis¬ 
souri  college  girls  with  the  results  of 
the  survey  made  by  the  teachers  of 
tho  Milwaukee  Vocational  School 
shows  that  tho  average  Missouri  college 
girl  spends  4  per  cent  loss  for  under¬ 
garments  and  (5  per  cent  less  for  ac¬ 
cessories  (including  hosiery)  than 
the  representative  working  girl  of  Mil¬ 
waukee.  ’  ’

And  there  are  those 
who  think  that  Al  Smith  lost  a  million 
votes  because  he  outraged  tho  pro¬ 
prieties  with  his  brown  derby  hats.  It 
is  a  convention  of  American  politics! 
that  every  candidate  for  office  who 
tours  the .  Southwest  must  be  photo¬ 
graphed  in  a  ten-gallon  hat,  but  if  he 
dared  to  wear  ono  on  Broadway  or 
Pennsylvania  Avenue  the  police  re¬ 
serves  would  be  needed  to  handle  the 
crowds. 

“The  ordinary  citizen  may  wear  a 
soft  collar  or  a  beloved  ancient  hat 
when  he  wishes.  The  man  in  public 
life  is  always  on  a  stage;  inevitably, 
in  clothes,  in  gesture,  in  typo  of  utter¬ 
ance  he  has  to  become  an  actor  and 
conform  to  the  tradition  of  his  role.

Free  Discussion 


In  connection  with  a  now  biblio¬ 
graphy  published  at  Teachers’  College, 
Clyde  R.  Miller,,  director  of  tho  Bureau 
of  Educational  Servico  at  Teachers’ 
College  says  that  free  discussion  in 
schools  is  invaluable,  because  ho  be¬ 
lieves  that  it  trains  pupils  to  weigh 
what  they  hear,  and  to  judge  for  them¬ 
selves  what'  is  true  and  what  is  false. 
Commenting  on  this,  Tho  Now  York 
Times  quotes  Mr.  Miller  as  follows: 

“Tho  invasion  of  big  business  into 
outside  fields,  especially  education,  has 
been  criticized  bitterly  for  tlio  past  sev¬ 
eral  months,  but  so  long  as  froo  dis¬ 
cussion  is  permitted  in  tho  schools  of 
this  country  tho  situation  can  hardly  bo 
called  dangerous.” 

Tho  article  continues: 

Mr.  Miller  asserted  that  it  was  not 
difficult  to  weed  out  vicious  publicity 
from  publicity  of  real  valuo,  saying  that 
ho  preferred  lotting  tho  public  discrim¬ 
inate  ruthor  than  foreo  it  to  a  blind 
condemnation  of  every  commercial 
policy. 

“Many  persons  of  liberal  thought 
liavo  turned  themselves  against  tho 
power  companies  beeauso  of  recent 
propaganda  projects”  he  pointed  out, 
“Tho  trusts  .are  foolish  to  think  that 
thoy  can  use  public  education  for  their 
own  purposes,  but  their  stupid  actions 
cannot  bo  revealed  through  censorship 
as  offoctivoly  ns  through  open  discus¬ 
sion  on  both  sides.” 

“If  tho  schools  are  sincoroly  inter¬ 
ested  in  discovering  and  disseminating 
the  truth,  if  the  world  with  its  com¬ 
plex  situations  and  problems  becomes 
thoir  fiold,  and  if  thoro  is  constant 
freedom  of  speech  in  tho  classroom 
discussion  of  theso  problems,  it  can 
safely  bo  predicted  that  little  propa¬ 
ganda  will  run  the  gauntlet  unscathed.”

Instructor’s  Life 

History  Is  Printed 

O,  Myking  Mohua  was  born  near 
Brinsmado,  North  Dakota,  liis  par¬ 
ents  were  among  tho  pioneer  settlers 
of  that  state  and  emigrated  from  Nor¬ 
way.  Ho  complotcd  his  high  school 
eourso  at  Brinsmado,  North  Dakota 
and  received  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  de¬ 
gree  from  Augsburg  College,  Minne¬ 
apolis,  Minnesota,  in  1916.  In  collogo 
ho  wns  active  in  oratory  and  debate, 
and  was  editor  of  tho  college  paper. 

Ho  spent  tho  summer  of  1917  at  the 
Univorsity  of  Chicago  doing  graduate 
work.  In.  1920  he  received  his  Mus¬ 
ter  of  Arts  degree  from  .the  University 
of  North  Dakota.  Whilo  there  ho  held 
a  scholarship  and  did  jvork  in  Soci¬ 
ology  and  Educational  Psychology.  Ho 
spent  tho  two  years  (1924-26)  in  fur¬ 
ther  graduate  work  toward  hiB  Ph.  D, 
degree  at  tho  University  of  Minnesota 
in  tho  same  two  fields.  He  held  a 
Teaching  Fellowship  tho  first  year  and 
tho  second  year  lie  was  promotod  to 
instructor  in  the  Department  of  Soci¬ 
ology. 

His  research  project  at  the  Universi¬ 
ty  of  Minnesota  consisted  of  an  inten¬ 
sive  study  of  tho  extra-curricular  ac¬ 
tivities  of  the  students  at  the  Universi¬ 
ty  of  Minnesota.  In  December  1927, 
Mr.  Melius  read  a  paper  before  tlio 
American  Sociological  Society  at  its 
meeting  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  at  which 
time  he  presented  a  summary  of  his 
findings.  In  the  winter  of  1929,  the 
University  of  Minnesota  Press  pub¬ 
lished  a  book  containing  a  complete 
report  of  his  research  project. 

Mr.  Melius  lias  had  twelve  years  of 
teaching  experience.  He  was  Princi¬ 
pal  of  High  Schools  for  two  years  and 


Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  for 
two  years  in  North  Dakota  and  Minne¬ 
sota.  From  1921  to  1924  he  wns  Head 
of  tho  Department  of  Sociology  and 
taught  classes  in  Education  at  tho  State 
Teachers  College,  Mayville,  North  Da¬ 
kota.  Ho  also  had  charge  of  tho  ex¬ 
tension  division  and  tho  recommenda¬ 
tion  eommittoo  whilo  there.  Ho  taught 
Sociology  two  years  at  the  University 
of  Minnesota.  He  also  gave  a  special 
series  of  lectures  on  “Sociology  for 
Nurses”  to  tho  nurses  of  Minneapolis 
and  St.  Paul, 

From  1926  to  1928  ho  was  Assistant 
Professor  of  Education  at  Wittenberg 
College,  Springfield,  Ohio.  The  second 
year  whilt  thoro,  ho  was  acting 
head  of  tho  department  of  educa¬ 
tion.  Ho  supervised  tho  Practice 
Teaching  and  had  charge  of  tho  edu¬ 
cational  movies  which  were  given  onco 
a  week. 

Mr.  Mchus  came  to  the  Stato  Teach¬ 
ers  College  in  the'  fall  of  1928.  Here 
he  is  a  member  of  the  Department  of 
Social  Sciences  and  lias  charge  of  tho 
courses  in  Sociology  and  supervises  tho 
practice  teaching  in  tho  socinl  sciences. 

Mr.  Mchus  is  an  ex-service  man.  Ho 
wub  a  member  of  the  Officers  Train¬ 
ing  School  Band  at  Camp  Grant.  He 
is  a  member  of  tho  following  organiza¬ 
tions:  Tho  American  Sociological  So¬ 
ciety,  Pi  Gamma  Mu,  Kappa  Phi  Kap, 
pa,  Phi  Delta  Kappa,  American  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  University  Professors,  Na¬ 
tional  Education  Association,  and  the 
Missouri  Stato  Teachers  Association.
